borrowed, for the most part, from tho British 
| Admiralty Manual of Prize Law. It wilt have

Now in an English Court it would 
be necessary for the Prosesntor to prove that 
the Captain had auch knowledge, or might 
reasonably be presumed to have such knowledge 
in order to wake the seléure of the vedsel legal. 
By Japanese law, however, the onus of proof is 
cast upon the accused, and so the Court says: 
“But the Captain fails to vorify tho fact that 
he dié not know them ‘to be Russ‘an officers.”
